A violin .solo 
by Mr. O'Regan received warm ap-

The president nexx announced that 
as only one nomination for PrcsidenL 
of the medical dinner had been re- 
ceived, Mr. Howard .Miller 'llî. was 
unanimously elected to fill the office. 
.Mr. Miller in responding, thanked the 
society for the honor and confidenct 
it had shown in him and made a strong 
plea for student support when the 
date of the dinner should be an- 
nounced. 

The president next introduced T)i-. 
niackadci-. Acting Doan, who is niling 
the vacancy caused by the departure 
of Dean Birkett, commanding officer 
of McGill , Base Hospital .\o. 3. Dr 
niackader spoke on the way Col. Blrk- 
rtt is covering himself and the name 
of McGill with honor. He l ead a por- 
tion of a letter received from Cnl.

■fore their adversaries' superior posi- 
tion, tliP rflireiuinl bring rffeitually 
covered by the fire of the reserves. 

Upon reorganization, a party of vol- 
unteers very gallantly advanced again 
against the enemy, and gained a foot- 
ing in the shadow of his fortifications. 
By forcing an entrance in the cellar, 
the fight was carried into the territory 
of the enemy, and the lower floor of 
the building captured without a gieat 
deal of trouble.
